It is needless to inform this in- 


telligent body that Pennsylvania had 
the van and led the way as a pioneer 
in American banking. It was in our

incorporated by Congress December 
31, 1781, and went into opeiation 
January 7, 17S2. During the Revo- 
lutionary period he was invested by 
Congress with almost the entire con.- 
iro! of the financial affairs of tus 
government.

Oberammergau is a little 


Bavarian 
village 
surrounded by 


mountains. It has not been modern- 
ized except in the necessary features 
~of sewerage and sanitation. 
In al! 


other respects it is now as it has been 
for centuries. 
The 
peasants 
who 


present the play are 
wood-carvers 


and farmers. 
The financial return 


given to each actor is most modest, 
scarcely sufficient to pay for the ac- 
tual time given the play. 
Yet the 


chief ambition of each of these sim- 
ple villagers is to be an actor in the 
"Passionspiel." 


It was in 1633 that the plague 


swept Oberammergau, the harvest of 
death claiming one-fourth of the pop- 
ulation. 
The survivors met and re- 


solved that every ten years there- 
after they would present the sacred 
scenes of the Passion, after which 
the plague was miraculously stayed. 
That is the story, and back of it is 
one even more touching and beauti- 
ful. 
One peasant had lost his wife 


and children and in the dejection 
that followed dreamed that he saw 
the Savior. Then the outline of the 
eross appeared and a gentle voice 
spoke to him: 
"My son, are yoi' 


weary? Are you heavy hearted? Do 
you weep? Remember my agony. I 
ba.ve endured more than thou." 


>• Rushing to the church, the peasant 
rang the bell until all the villagers 
had gathered, whereupon he recount- 
ed his dream and proposed that the 
people enact the sorrows of the Mas- 
ter on every tenth year. 
The vow 


was taken then and there, and the 
i>lague speedily ended. 
All this is 


little more than legend. 
The one 


fact that is not legend is that the 
Passion play has been enacted everi 
tenth year through the centuries that 
followed, the only exception being 
once when nearly all the ablebodied 
men in the village were absent in the 
wars. 


Play Jjasts All Day 


The play follows the Biblical nar- 


rative with great fidelity and has 
been adapted from time to time b; 
the village priests. Every act is pre- 
ceded by a tableau, usually taken 
from the Old Testament. 
There is 


also a chorus, the songs of which ex 
plain the tableaux.

RECIPES 


Grape Wine 


Take 
20 pounds of grapes, free 


from stems. Wash them thoroughly, 
pour six quarts of water over them. 
Let them stand for three days, stir- 
Ting them twice each day. Put them 
into a bag and let them hang all 
night and drain. Add eight pounds 
of sugar to the juice; set it in a cask; 
bottle before the -winds of March. 
Eighty pounds of grapes will make 10 
.gallons of wine. 


AVater Sponge Cake 


One egg, one-half cup sugar, one- 


Tiali teaspoon lemon juice, three 
tablespoons cold water, 
two-thirds 


cup flour with one even teaspoon 
baking powder. Beat yolk, add su- 
gar, and beat again; add lemon juice 
and waier, then flom, lastly the 
white of egg beaten stiff. 


Com Pudding 


Scrape half a dozen eais of corn, 


beat two eggs together, add half a 
teaspoonful of salt and a tablespoon- 
ful of sugar and mix with the corn 
kernels 
Stir in one and a half eup- 


tuls of milk and pour the whole into 
& pudding dish. 
Bake the mixture 


"two hours and serve as a vegetable. 


Spanish Chocolate Cake 


First Part.—One cup of brown su- 


gar, half cup of sweet milk, one cup 
OB bitter chocolate that has been grat- 
ed, one teaspoonful of vanilla ex- 
tract. 
Second Part.—One cup of 


brown sugai, 
half cup of butter 


Cream these two together; two eggs, 
one cup of milk, two cups of flour. 
After you have them well mixed to- 
gether add the first part, or what you 
might call custard part. 
Cook the 


first part about ten minutes, and be 
sure it is cool before adding it to the 
second part. , Lastly, add one tea- 
spoonful of baking soda that has been 
dissolved in a little water. Bake in 
layers and also in a moderate oven. 
Make any kind of a white filling for 
between layers and on top of the 
cake.

"Unlucky Thirteen" 


Thirteen has always been held to 


be an unlucky number, especially in 
the case of thirteen at table, when 
one of the diners, it was said, was 
sure to die within the year. The su- 
perstition is an ancient one, 
and 


widely prevalent. 
The belief prob- 


ably grew out of the fact that Christ 
and His Apostles made a total of 
thirteen at the Last Supper, and gain- 
ed additional strength and currency 
through the Norse story of Loki's 
banquet with the gods in Valhalla. 
Baldur was the thirteenth at the 
table, and had to die. 
There are 


streets in Paris and other French 
cities where houses 
are numbered 


12bis, 112bis, etc., in lieu of 13 or 
113. 
Even in America, many hotels 


have no room "13 " The Turks have 
almost expunged the number 13 from 
their vocabulary The Italians nevei 
used it in making up the numbers for 
their lotteiies, and in one of their 
games the thirteenth card beais the 
figuie of death 
In almost all civiliz-* 


ed countnes may be tound educated 
men and women -nho would lather 
die than sit thirteenth at a table. 
"The Pansian 'Pique-assiette,' who 
lives by dining 
in 
other people's 


houses, is otten known as the 'Qua- 
torzieme,' it being the chief part cf 
his business to make the fourteenth 
to the chance unlucky number." 
In 


New Yoik, a club called the "Thir- 
teenth Club," was started m 1884 
tor the purpose of suppressing this 
superstition. 
The number of mem-'; 


hers always consists of some multiple 
of thirteen, they dine together on the 
13th of every month, thirteen at a 
table, 
their 
dues are 13 cents a 


month, and 
everything connected 


with the club is arranged as far as 
possible by thirteens. From year to 
year they are said to publish repoits 
to show that individually and coller- 
lively they aie as health}, prosperous 
and long-lived as are the members of 
any other club.

This is quicker, neater and 
cleaner than the old way. 


A good way to wash bottles or vin- 


egar cruets is to put crushed ess 
shells and warm soapy water togeth 
er in them and shake well.

will clean the glass well and wil 
not scratch it. 


To present salt in salt bottles from 


becoming damp and 
lumpy, when 


filling them put in ten to twelve 
pieces of rice. 
This will not come 


through the holes in the cover of the 
salt cellars, but will break the lumps 
of salt and gather the moisture; thus 
the salt is always dry and fine

1830 


Astor tore down his house in Broad- 
way, cleared the whole block from 
Vesey to Barclay street and built the 
huge Quincy granite hotel known as 
the Astor House, which was one of 
the first notable landmarks m New 
York and also one of the best paying 
pieces of property.

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A NERVY SHOT, 


Man Took Big Chances on Hi 


Life.

"Speaking of nerve," said the Con 


federate veteran, "1 saw a /bigger in 
stance of it before 1 went into the 
army than during the whole four years 
of my term of service. I don't mean 
-a case where a man excited by the 
booming and the volleys of battle goes 
in like a lunatic without realizing 
•whit he's doing, but where he coolly 
•calculates on an advantage the failure 
of which will cost him his life. 


"I was living at the time in my na- 


tive town in Virginia. Abraham Lin- 
coln was the Republican candidate 
for president, and we were all watch- 
ing for the result of the election, for 
at was generally known throughout the 
•south that in case the man nominated 
•on. a platform of 'No slavery in the 
territories' was. elected our political 
leaders were going to take the south- 
ern states out of the Union. 


"Virginia at that time was a Union 


state. At any rate, there were a lot 
of Union people in it, and I was one 
%f them, though afterward I went 
over when the fighting began. When 
•we heard that Lincoln was elected, you 
'bet everybody looked serious. 
Some 


•were hot for secession right off, some 
•were opposed to anything of the kind, 
•while the rest didn't know what they 
•wanted. 
I was one of those who 


-were on the fence, and it was our 
Ikind the leaders were laying for to 
make secessionists of. When a man 
was an out and out Unionist it was 
gjretty nard to move him, though lots 
.of us that were strongly opposed to 
iseceding fought hard enough, after the 
Old Dominion seceded. 


•"But what I started in to tell you 


was the way Ben Hewson, a j 
secessionist from the first, tried ( 
ri» drive Ed Miller, as strong a Union- j 
1st, out of the Union and into the Con- 
federacy. 
They were both plucky 


enoagh, though they were of different 
Muds. Hewson was aggressive, always 
r. 


Confederacy. 
He put up a notice on 


a wooden tree box directly in front o 
Miller's door written with his own 
hand: 'Those who are not with us> 
are against us. Let them go.' 
Kverj 


one who pub.s^d it read it and looked 
up at Miller's house. All looked grim 
knowing that ir was a thrust of Hew 
son against Miller and might be seri 
ous. 


"Miller sent for one of his intimate 


friends and told him to go to Hewson 
and say he proposed to remain where 
he was and that if IJewson wished to 
drive him out he would have to do so 
at the point of a weapon. 
Hewson 


wished to kuow if this was a chal- 
lenge. Miller's second said it was not. 
Then Hewson said that he would be- 
gin shooting the next time he and Mil- 
ler met. Miller's friend persuaded 
Hewson to refer him to a second. The 
two seconds, anxious to make the af- 
fair as bloodless as possible, arranged 
the following terms: At 10 o'clock in 
the morning each principal should 
leave his house armed with a 42 cali- 
ber revolver, only one chamber of 
which was to be loaded. Both lived 
on the main street of the town, and 
they were to walk toward each other 
and fire at will. 


"Hewson was very much put out at 


this arrangement, which, he believed, 
would result in nothing serious to ei- 
ther party, and refused to abide by it. 
But his second told him that if he did 
not he (the second) would have-noth- 
ing further to do with the matter, and 
Hewson reluctantly consented. 


"When this prospective affair got out 


we were all very much surprised—first, 
that Miller had decided to fight, and, 
second, that a single firing should de- 
ide the issue. But as Hewson was 
known to be a dead shot it was ex- 
pected that the affair might not be 
bloodless after 
all. 
Nobody knew 


what Miller could do with a gun, but 


had always been so peaceable that 


it was not supposed he was much of a 
marksman. 


"Xo effort was made to keep the af- 


'air, the terms and the time a secret. 
A duel limited to one shot was unique 
and interested every one. The night 
before the fight all the men in town 
were discussing the probabilities con- 
cerning it. Most people believed that 
Hewson, having but a single chance to 
get rid of his opponent, would let him 
empty the chamber of his weapon. 
then walk closely up to him and kill

"very annoying to Miller. We were all

Hewsou thought •«>, too. and that's the 
reason he kept on adding one insult 
-after another, vowing that he would 
•drive the black Republican out of the 
•state or into the Confederacy. All this 
happened half a century ago and is 
now pretty nearly forgotten. 
The is- 


•sues that then were of such impor- 
tance are now buried. Human slavery 
"was not extended; it died. 


"The day news came that Lincoln 


was elected separated us pretty much 
on to one side or thf other. Tho-so who 
were inclined to se< essjoii before, but 
-didn't avow their sentiments, now 
.showed their colors, :ind as they were 
In the majority the rest kept quiet. 
Some of the secessionists were mighty 
Jhot against those who wanted to throw 
off the Lincoln yoke four months be- 
Sore Lincoln would be in n position to 
3)111 a yoke on to them. They weren't 
even willing to wait for tho state to 
secede. Among these was Ben ITcw- 
son. 
He talked to knots of men and 


to individuals, being far more bitter 
againfit what he termed the rene- 
gades of the south than the northern 
people. 


"When the ordinance of sivession 


passed the legislature every vestige of 
restraint vanished from the secession- 
Ssw. tton Hewson immediately set 
about performing his promise to drive 
Ed Miller out ot thQ sjtate or Into the 


him. 
Others figured that Miller would 


find some method of drawing Hew- 
son's ball at a moment when he would 
fire at a disadvantage, which would 
leave Miller at liberty to take a delib- 
erate aim. All agreed that if one or 
the other was not seriously hurt the 
matter would come up again later. 


"Shortly before 10 o'clock on the 


morning of the fracas I took position 
on the sidewalk between the two dis- 
putants' houses. 
I noticed knots of 


men and boys gathering, the Union 
sympathizers taking position not far 
from Miller's house, and tbe seces- 
sionists mostly congregated in the di- 
rection from which Hewson was to ad- 
vance. Within a few minutes before 
10 o'clock the street was lined with 
people, expectantly waiting to see the 
fight. 


"When the town clock struck the ap- 


pointed hour Miller emerged from his 
house and walked to the middle of the 
street. It was now seen that he had 
the advantage of the sun on his back, 
though as the morning was generally 
cloudy this made but little difference. 
He walked slowly down the street, and 
before he had gone twenty paces, 
turning my eyes in the other direction, 
I saw Hewson coming, also in the 
middle of the street, a quarter of a 
mile away. 
At this moment Miller 


drew: Hewson, probably either think- 
ing the distance too great even to 
make ready or intending not to open 
fire until his antagonist should be at 
close range, did not raise his hand to 
his hip.
